Mr. Sapir admitfed last night 
that he had to agree to a com- 
promise, but stressed that efter the 
Government had done its utmost, it 
‘was now up to the employers and 
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employees to do thelr share to 
combat inflation. 


He polnted out that despite the 
increase in the price of sugar the 
Government would still pay a 
1L80m. subsidy on sugar. But, he 
estimated, the Israeli consumer bene- 
fits only from about 130m. of thia 
amount, since huge quantities of 
Israel's cheap sugar are sold abroad 
by foreign seamen and reach the 
neighbouring countries through the 
West Bank.

High court voids 
Justice Minister’s 
regulation 


The High Court of Justice has 
annulled a regulation issued by Jus- 
tice Minister Ya'acov Shimshon 
Shapiro which bars certified public 
accountants from also working as 
land assessors because it is “unbe- 
coming to the profession.” 

The three-judge panel said in a 
decision written by Justice Berin- 
son that the Minister had exceeded 
his authority, since existing legis- 
lation had made πὸ such restric- 
tion. 

“Freedom to choose one‘s occupa- 
tion 19 a fundamental civic right — 
even if it is not written into the 
law," the court held. “... it cannot 
be jettisoned or restricted by ad- 
ministrative order.” 

The court was ruling on an order 
nist granted to Yitzhak Lifevsky- 
Halifl, a Tel Aviv C.P.A. and land 
assessor.

To meet 
the growing demands by judges for 
hard evidence, RN Rosolio said 
increasing stress would be laid on 
science. He said the police would 
pay a premium for expertise. 

R.N Rosolio sai¢ I[Lldm. was 
being spent this year by police on 
surveys by outside agencies of man- 
power needs and police organiza- 
tion. This was part of the effort to 
streamline the force, he said, add- 
ing: “We have to prepare for the 
1980s."

When the conversation turned to 
air travel, the Italians raised their

— its travel tax. Italy considers 
that this tax depresses Israel tour- 
ism to Italy — but the Israeli side 
was ready with dgures to show that 
60,000 out of 180,000 Israeli tourists 
last year visited Italy. The Israeli 
officials stated firmly that no change 
could be envisaged in the travel tax 
policy. 

The difference of opinion was soon 
set aside as the two Foreign Minis- 
ters — with Israel's Tourism Minis- 
ter Moshe Hol looking on — signed 
a tourism agreement between Italy 
and Israel. Tne agreement provides 
for joint advancement of the two 
countries 2s tourist spots, under the 
slogan “Visit Rome and Jerusalem.”

AST week this column mention- 

ed the Christian evangelizing 
movement in the U.S. An article 
by Solomon S. Bernards, of the 
Anti-Defamation League, refers to 
the “Key 73” large-scale evangel- 
izing campaign and feels that al- 
though Jews are not a primary tar- 
get of this campaign, attempts will 
be made to reach them in certain 
contexts. 


He feels that relatively few Jews 
have been affected by the so-called 
“Jesus revolution.” Those who have 
been converted tend to congregate 
in groups, call themselves “Hebrew 
Christians" and look for other 
converts. 


An organization known as the 
American Board of Missions to the 
Jews has been in existence fer 75 
years. It is funded ty Christian de- 
nominations, churches, and indivi- 
duals. The new approach to evangel- 
izing Jews suggests that the Jews 
do not have to drop any of their 
religious or cultural baggage in 
order to become Chrisilans but are 
urged to become “completed Jews.” 


Baptist convert 


One arm of the Board of Missions 
ealls itself Beth Sar Shalom Con- 
gregation in New York and adver- 
tises its Sunday services in the Fri- 
day edition of the “New York 
Times," where nearly all the reli- 
gious services advertised are of 
Jewish congregations. A con- 
verted Jew, Martin Rosen, wha 
has been a Baptist minister since 
the 1950s and goes under the name 
Moishe and wears a skull-cap, was 
the principal speaker at a recent 
“Jesus Joy’ rock concert in Madi- 
son Square Garden {which sought 
to attract Jews to its audience, 
with scant success). 


According to this report, groups 
concerned with proselytising Jews 
are likely to ride on the coat-tails 
of the “Key ‘73" programme. Al- 
ready ads have been appearing with 
such headlines as “So many Jews 
are wearing that smile nowadays”

TEL AVIV. — Tke minimum first 

in the weekly Lotto Lottery 
Wil be doubled to 1150,000 from 
April 10 — but so will the price 
of a ticket. This was announced 
yesterday by Mr. Yitzhak Oren, 
Chairman of the Board of Diréc- 
tors of Mifol Hapayls, which runs 
the Lotto lottery as well as the 
weekly Mifal Hapayls lottery. 
Mr, Oren said that if nobody won 
the first prize in any particular 
aveek, the sum would be added to 
the total of the following week's 
first prize, end so on, untill a maxi- 
mum of 11,500,000 was reached. 

The second, third, fourth and 
fifth prizes would also be doubled, 
but there would be no minimum 
or maximum, since the sums varied 
weekly according to the number of 
persons playing each week and the 
number of winners in each cate- 
gory, 

Helf of the proceeds from Lotto 
sales ig returned in the form of 
prizes. The prize money is divided 
up according to the following scale 
— 80 per cent or IL150,000 (which- 
ever is ) is devoted to the 
first prize, five per cent to the 
second prize, 10 per cent to the 
third prize, 15 per cent to the 
fourth prize and fifth prizewinnera 
(8 much larger number of people 
than the rest) share 40 per cent 
of the prizemoney. 

SEX FIGURES 

To win the first prize, a person 
must choose six figures (which 
change each week) ont of a total 
of 39; to win the second, one must 
guess five figures out of the same 
total; to win the third prize, one 
Taust guess five of the six correct 
figures, Four correct guesses win 
the fourth prize, and three correct 
Buesses win the fifth. 

The price for one set of six gues- 
ses has gone up from 110.25 to 
TO.50. At present, some 300,000 
cards are sold each week. Since 
1968, when the Lotto lottery was 
started, it has brought in a total 
of TL107m, Of this, TL40m. was in 
1972/73, 

After half of the entire sum 
is returned in the form of prizes, 
15 per cent of the remaining half 
goes for expenses, and the rest (35 
per cent) goes to building schools 
and hospitals. Mifal Hapayis sells 
some 740,000 tickets each week, and 
in 1971/72, brought in a total of 
1L135.5m. Yt paid out 60 per cent
